DYING SCIENTIST CHECKS 
HIS OWN SYMPTOMS 


French Doctor Killed by Botulism 
Bacilli With Which He Was 
Experimenting. 
By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Aug. 27.—Seldom has 
man met death as did Dr. Pierre 
Andre Marie, scientist of the Pas- 
teur Institute, this summer. 
He died of botulism poisoning, 
one of the rarest and most deadly 
of diseases. This infection some- 
times comes from eserved food. 
After four years experimenting in 
search of an antidote, Dr. Marie 
got the bacilli in his eye while 
performing a laboratory experi- 
ment. 

Up.to the hour before death, 
when he lost consciousness, he de- 
scribed to attending physicians 
every symptom and reaction that 
he felt, giving them the most com- 
plete record yet made. When par- 
alysis closed his eyes, he begged 
them to raise the lids so that he 

might look at the blue discoloration 
of his fingernails—sign of the ap- 
proach of the crisis. ;

JERUSALEM, Aug. 27.—The 
number of Jews killed in four days 
of fighting with Arabs today 
stands at more than 100, of whom 
15 were «<mericans, students at the 
Rabbinical College at Hebron. 

Arab dead were assumed to be 
as numerous. Hundreds suffered 
from wounds. 

Moslem political 
issued a manifesto urging 
Arabs to discontinue the riots. 

Violent demonstrations by Arabs 
and Jews today followed the ar- 
rival of a Jewish delegation from 
Gaza in the Holy City. British 
authorities were forced to evacuate 
many Jews from their homes and 
concentrate them in heavily 
guarded hotels. 

More Troops Arrive. 

British troops continued to arrive 
in Palestine in big troop-carrying 
airplanes. 

Airplanes constantly patrolled 
Jerusalem and its environs where 
markets and shops were closed and 
the streets empty. Residents re- 
maider indoors and officials went 
to their offices armed and in auto- 
mobiles. 

Isolated attacks on 
occurred spasmodically in 
streets. 

Travelers from Amman reported 
warlike Arab demonstrations and 
sudden outbursts in Transjordania, 
part of the British mandated terri- 
tory east of the River Jordan and 
the Dead Sea. 

The Egyptian Consul, Abdin “ey, 
and his secretary and assistant 
were fired on and stoned while 
motoring outside of Jerusalum, but 
escaped uninjured. They were 
guarded in the Egyptian consulate. 
All the foreign Consuls held a 
meeting to discuss the grave situa- 
tion which has developed further 
today. 

A British patrol official and a 
journalist died from injuries suf- 
fered during the fighting. 

Communicatidns between Jeru- 
salem and Jaffa, its important 
Mediterranean port where five 
British warships are standing by, 
have been cut. 

The Palestine government has 
been compelled zo close the east- 
ern frontier of Palestine to check 
the advance of Arabs from trans- 
Jordania, 

The entire press of Palestine has 
been suppressed until] further no- 
tice. 

Anger among Arabs in Syria was 
reported here to be intense over 
the Palestine hostilities. 

The Syrian Press today predict- 
ed serious trouble in Damascus 
where all the bazars were closed 
in sympathy with the Arabs in 
Palestine and as a protest against 
the bloodshed there. 

The Arabs alleged that the ini- 
tial cause of the present conflict 
was the throwing of a hand gren- 
ade at Moslems who were leaving 
the Mosque of Omar, of which the 
Wailing Wal! is an integral part.

I have 
done my duty as a police officer.” 

Why Ahrens Was Held. 

The origin of the McGauley theo- 
ry, as Kaiser understands it, brief- 
ly is this: About three weeks ago 
a “stool pigeon” in the City Jail 
told a detective that a gangster 
known as “Windy” Seeman _re- 
marked in the jail that “he knew 
a@ young fellow who lived in a cer- 
tain block in North St. Louis who 
was right for a bank murder.” 

Detectives surveyed the district 
and by a police process of elimina- 
tion decided the man was Ahrens. 
Ahrens was arrested and questioned 
by detectives who did not know 
what case he was involved in. Aft- 
er an hour of sweating, Ahrens 
disclosed that the case was the 
Overland bank robbery, naming 
McGauley as the slayer and 
solving Baldwin. 

“Windy” Seeman had been 
brought from Chicago on Aug. 2 
and placed in jail to await trial 
for a series of St. Louis store hold- 
ups. The name of the prisoner 
who quoted the remark to a de- 
tective is withheld by Kaiser. 

“My men did not know at the 
time who Seeman referred to or in 
what é¢ase he was involved.” Chief 
Kaiser said. “We canvassed the 
neighborhood mentioned and by 
the process of elimination decided 
that Seeman referred to Lawrence 
Ahrens, priricipally because of the 
fact that Ahrens had lfeft town sud- 
denly on the same day Seeman was 
brought from Chicago. 

Vigil at Ahrens’ House. 

“Detectives watched Ahrens’ 
house continuously until the after- 
noon of Aug. 14, when he appeared 
at the house and was arrested. He 
was brought to heatiquarters and 
questioned in my office by myself. 
Lieutenant of Detectives John Car- 
roll and others. 

“At the time we had no idea 
Ahrens was involved in the Over- 
land robbery. We thought perhaps 
he knew something about an In- 
dianapolis case we had been work- 
ing on or the Bartmer avenue bank 
robbery. We made him believe we 
knew all about the case he was 
involved in and after we had 
questioned him about an hour he 
began to talk. 

“He dropped some ‘remarks 
about a Page avenue saloon and 
places in St. Louis County, and 
when he said something about St. 
John’s Station I suddenly realized 
he was talking about the Overland 
case. At the time I thought we 
were about to get some more in- 
formation about Baldwin, and then 
Ahrens said it was McGauley who 
killed the cashier. That was the 
first information I hag about Mc- 
Gauley’s being involved. 

“We took Ahrens’ confession in 
detail.and TI notified Prosecuting 
Attorney Castien and Sheriff Lili in 
St. Louis County. I went home 
and Sheriff Lill came downtown 
about midnight and took charge 
of the prisoner. It was a St. Louis 
County case and | figured when I 
went home that 1 was through 
with it.

Col. Paegelow had previously 
estimated an earlier arrival 
but rev: ed his calculation after 
learning that the dirigible had 
been forced to reduce its early 
speed of 100 miles an hour by 
more than half in Southern 
Arizona and would likely meet 
head winds over most of its 
route to St. Louis. 


FAST SIDE BOOTLERGER 


Scott Field, Army lighter-than- 
air post near Belleville, is in readi- 
ness to receive the Graf Zeppelin 
on its way East, if Dr. Hugo Eck- 
ener, commander, decides to land 
for fuel. 

The field’s complement of 
blimps was shifted around the 
large hangar to make room for the 
Zeppelin, should its commander 
choose to use the shelter, the 
mooring mast was ready and a 
landing crew in waiting to handle 
the “spider” ropes. 


About 40,000 gallons of gasoline 
are available, more than enough to 
supply the dirigible, according to 
Lieutenant-Colonel John A. Paege- 
low, commandant of the post. 

Col. Paegelow had no official 
word that Dr. Eckener would stop. 
A rumor, emanating from Los An- 
geles was current at noon today 
that the dirigible had taken on 
only a light load of fuel in order to 
make the crossing of the Rocky 
Mountains easier. Seven members 
of the crew were shifted from the 
dirigible to the Trans-continental 
Air Transport Line at Los Ange- 
les, presumably in order to lighten 
the load. They will arrive in~ St. 
Louis at 2 p. m. tomorrow. 

The city’s plans for a welcome to 
the great airship are in an uncer- 
tain state, due to lack of definite 
information on what time it will 
arrive. 

If the Zeppelin passes over after 
dark, the welcome will be confined 
chiefly to watching and waving. 
Dué to the fact that few St. Louis- 
owned planes are equipped 
flying and landing lights, the escort 
will be small. The National Guard 
squadron at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field will send aloft its only lighted 
ship, a Douglas two-seater and 
Parks airport plans to send three 
ships. Department of Commerce 
regulations forbid night flying 
without lights. 

If the Zeppelin arrives before 
dark, it will be escorted by numer- 
ous privately owned planes in ad- 
dition to those of the National 
Guard. The plan of City Register 
Grosse to have the champion en- 
durance flyers, Dale Jackson and 
Forest O'Brine, fly low over the 
dirigible and drop a scroll of wel- 
come apparently has hit a snag in 
another Department of Commerce 
rule which forbids planes to fly 
within 300 feet of a dirigible.

HOOVER CRIME 
COMMISSION 10 
MEET SEPT. 14 


Groundwork Laid, _ the 
Board Will Begin Analy- 
sis of Law Enforcement 
and Violations. 


By the Associated Prosa. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—After 

laying its groundwork with the ac- 

cumulation of a huge mass of sta- 


tistics and information, the Na- 
tional Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion will meet Sept. 4 to begin 
what probabiy will result in the 
most exhaustive analysis ever un- 
dertaken of crime and upholding 
of laws in the United States. 

The commission recently divided 
its study into 11 phases of the 
problem, with its members formed 
into committees to concentrate on 
the different subjects relating to 
crime conditions and law observ- 
ance and enforcement, It is planned 
to facilitate the work of each com- 
mittee through employment of ex- 
perts in its particular field of in- 
vestigation. 

Four experts already have been 
selected and Chicago University is 
te co-operate with a study of one 
of the subjects—criminal justice 
and the foreign-born. Commission 
officials expect that the organiza- 
tion of specialized assistance will 
be completed before the meeting 
next week. 

To Take Year or More. 

Commission officials still expect 
the work to take a year or more. 
The plan to study the various 
phases of the problem will con-

Chair- 
man Wickersham desires to obtain 
all available facts before augment- 
ing this data with the views from 
witnesses. 

The study of the 11 phages of 
the crime and law enforcement 
problems is regarded by the com- 
missioners as constituting an al- 
most limitless task, each commit- 
tee being charged with a survey 
of wide proportions and manifold 
subjects. 

' In the study of the causes of 
crime, officials explained today 


«such factors as hgredity, environ- 


ment, motives for criminal acts 
and mental defectivenessa of crim- 
inals, would be analyzed. The sur- 
vey of the nation's police and ju- 
dicial machinery will have to go 
into two other broad subjects, cov- 
ering the varied methods of pro- 
tection against and detection of 
criminals by the police and the 
structure of courts and methods of 
eliminating delay in their proced- 
ure. 
Penal Institutions. 

The study of penal institutions 
will be intensified by the recent 
outbreaks of convicts in Federal 
and state prisons in “different sec- 
tions of the country. Besides a sur- 
vey of means to alleviate conditions 
likely to cause such disturbances, 
another of the many topics under 
this committee’s consideration will 
be whether the American penal 
system “cures crime” or breeds 
hardened criminals. On the sub- 
ject of criminal justice and the for- 
eign born, to be studied by Chicago 
University, the commission will 
have before it t he question of 
strengthening the law in connection 
with Ceporting alien criminals.

Conversely, if the earnings 
should fall below the figure fixed 
aS a reasonable return, the city 
would be under a moral obligation 
to order an increase in rates. That 
contingency has never arisen. With 
their business constantly increasing 
with the growth of the city, and 
with technica] facilities constantly 
improving, the companies have 
shown a constant increase in earn- 
ings. 

But how does the city determine 
what is “a reasonable rate?” The 
answer to this question was fur- 
nished to the Post- Dispatch by Su- 
pervising Auditor John Morgan, the 
city official who has the job of 
maintaining a check on the books 
of the utilities. “A reasonable re- 
turn,” under the Detroit rule for 
public utilities, consists of 7 per 
cent on a valuation which 1s 
reached by averaging the actual 
cash investment with the estimat- 
ed cost of reproducing the proper- 


ty new, less depreciation. 


Fixing “Reasonable Return.” 

Morgan first ascertains from the 
company’s books, and otherwise. 
the actual cost of creating the 
property. Intangible items not rep- 
resenting actual expense, and de- 
signed to pad the figures on 
which utilities are allowed to 
earn returns, are not included by 
Morgan. This contrasts vividly 
with the condition in St. Louts, 
where home rule does not exist, and 
where the Laclede Gas Light Co. is 
permitted by the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission to earn returns on 
more than $5.000,000 which was 
assigned as the “going value” of 
the property. on the theory that a 
company with a going business pos- 
sesses an added value.

VAUSES NU RISE 
IN BUS TRAVEL 


Comparative Figures on Ef- 
fect of New Rates Will Be 
Compiled After End of 
Week. 


Comparative figures on _ street 
car passenger travel under the 
plan of a 10-cent cash fare and a 
commutation ticket providing 12 
rides for 90 cents, which became 
effective yesterday, would not be 
available until after the close of 
the week, the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. announced today. These 
figures will be shown in weekly re- 
ports ordered by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission during the 60-day 
period in which the plan is tried. 

R. W. Meade, president of the 
People’s Motorbus Co., said today 
that a check of yesterday’s busi- 
ness indicated no marked increase 
in bus traffic as the result of the 
increase in street car fare. “There 
was a slight increase in number of 
passengers as compared -with last 
Monday, but nothing beyond nor- 
mal variation,» Meade said. 

Under the Public Service “om- 
pany’s plan of 12 rides for 90 cents, 
many of the 13,000 high school 
children in sevén schools, who use 
the cars five days a week, will pay 
an average fare of 9 cents. The 
fare for children less than 12 years 
old is still 3 cents. 

A householder who employs a 
daytime maid, arriving at his home 
before breakfast and leaving after 
dinner, reported that his commuta- 
tion ticket was being punched for 
her and himself at the rate of 4 
rides a day. “‘The proposed 16-ride 
book would have been still better,” 
this man remarked. He and his 
cook will be paying nickel fares 
after tomorrow. ;

But when it 
begins flirting with the $500,000 
mark, we prepare to call for a re- 
duction in rates.” 

When Franchise-Giving Ended. 

Under the city charter of Detroit, 
applications for franchises are 
made to the City Counci.L The 
Council, if it so elects, may submit 
such an application to a vate of 
the people. A franchise can be 
granted only when it has been ap- 
proved by three-fifths of the voters. 

The determination of the Detroit 
public to grant no more franchises 
originally grew out of its vexing 
experiences with the street car 
company. The Detroit United 
Railways Co. furnished a typical 
exainpie of a public service corpo- 
ration wearing out its welcome ina 
city. In the end, us its franchises 
began to expire, it adopted a more 
conciliatory attitude—in an effort, 
of course, to have them renewed.

medals have been provided by 
Clarence H. Mackay, donor of the 
Mackay trophy, to the 40 army 
aviators who have made the most 
meritorious flights since 1912. 

The trophy, which is retained by 
the War Department, bears’ the 
names of the aviators, whose feats 
have been the most outstanding 
contributions to flying. The win- 
ners, however, had nothing to 
show that their achievements had 
gained formal recognition. So 
Mackay has provided a medal for 
each, with the holder’s name on 
one side and a representation of 
the trophy on the other. 

The first winner was Lieut.

Reclamation Service Would 
Be Confined to Construc- 
tion of Permanent Works 


Such as Dams.

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Aug. 
27.—Changes in the relations be- 
tween the Federal and State gov- 
ernments in respect to the public 
lands and reclamation service were 
suggested by President Hoover in 
a letter to Joseph M. Dixon, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior 


which was read here yesterday by 
that official at a meeting of the 
govenrors of the public land states. 

The President disciosed that he 
proposes to appoint a commission 
of nine or ten members, at least 
five of whom will be of the pub- 
lic land states. to study the policies 
now being pursued and the changes 
in existing laws which he might 
reconmimend to Congress. His idea 
is to bring about a greater measure 
of control by the state Govern- 
ments themselves. 

“Generally I may state,” the 
Chief Executive wrote, “that it is 
my desire to work out more con- 
structivce policies for conservation 
in our grazing lands, our water 
storage and our mineral resources, 
at the same time check the growth 
of Federal bureaucracy, reduce 
Federal interference in affairs of 
essentially local interest and there- 
by increase the opportunity of the 
states to govern themselves, and 
in all obtain better Government.” 

Suggests School Use. 

Tentative suggestions put for- 
ward by Mr. Hoover for the con- 
sideration of the commission, the 
members of which from the public 
land states would be taken from 
lists to be supplied by the State 
governors, included: 

That the surface rights of the 
remaining unappropriated unre- 
served public lands, subject to 
certain details for the protection 
of homesteaders and the smaller 
stockmen, be transferred to the 
state governments for public school 
purposes and thus be placed under 
the state administration. 

That the direct»n of the re- 
clamation service be reoriented 
primarily as to the _ storage of 
water and to simplify its adminis- 
tration. 

That the reclamation service for 
all new projects be confined to the 
construction of permanent works, 
that is dams and such construc- 
tion as results in water storage, and 
at their completion the entire 
works be handed over t» the states 
with no obligation for repayments 
to the reclamation fund except 
such revenues as might arise from 
electrical power and in some cases 
for the sale of water wntil the out- 
lay has been repaid. 

Storage of Water. 

That the reclamation service be 
authorized to join with states and 
local communities or private indi. 
viduals for the creation of water 
storage for irrigation purposes. 

That abuse of permits for min- 
eral development or unnecessary 
production or waste in the natioaal 
resources must be vigorously pre- 
vented. 

Reciting that as a resuit of his« 
order suspending further issue of 
oil prospecting permits on public 
lands there will be a reduction of 
permits covering 40,000,009 cres 
of the public domain to thuse af- 
fecting only 10,000,000 acres, tre 
President wrote that the public 
domain is being rapidly cleared of 
the abuse heretofore existing. 


Hoover Notified of Governors’ Ap- 
preciation of His Plan.

Six Powers to Meet This

ment Is Reached or Not.

THE HAGUE, Aug. 27. — The 
reparations conference called to put 
the Young plan into effect, which 
held its first session just three 
weeks ago, today seemed heading 
rapidly for adjournment without 
result, 

Premier Briand of France this 
morning sent a letter to Premier 
Jaspar of Belgium, suggesting a 
meeting of the six Powers who 
called the conference, to clear up 
the entire situation. 

“IT believe that the only reason- 
able solution is to convoke a meet- 
ing of the six inviting Powers in 
order to end the situation which 
now appears to be without pros- 
pect of success,” said the French 
Premier. 

Philip Snowden, British Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, who yester- 
day declared inadequate the latest 
offer of the other four creditor 
Powers, on being . informed of 
Briand’s suggestion agreed to 5 p. 
m. at the hour of meeting. 

The “Big Six” 
prolonged their meeting in an ef- 


fort to reach some tangible and 


final decision. After three and a 
half hours of d@disoussion in the 
Dutch Senate building, the dele- 
gates sent for sandwiches and min- 
eral water. 

It is regarded as likely that a 
plenary session of the conference 
will be held tomorrow at which 
will be announced that adjourn- 
ment is necessary until after the 
coming session of the Council of 
the League of Nations at Geneva.

TO AVERT COLLAPSE

minute efforts to save The Hague 
conference from collapse being 
made here last night have _ re- 
sulted in France, Italy, Belgium 
and Japan agreeing to make one 
more “final” offer in an effort to 
satisfy British claims to a larger 
share of German reparations than 
under the Young plan. 

When Philip Snowden, British 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, in- 
formed Germany’s other principal 
creditors yesterday that their latest 
compromise offer did not meet the 
British demand for adherence to 
the Spa percentages in division of 
reparation payments he added he 
was willing to remain at The 
Hague to discuss the matter fur- 
ther. 

Henri Jaspar, Premier of Bel- 
gium, and Mineichiro Adachi, Jap- 
anese Ambassador at Paris, then 
called on Snowden to discuss with 
him how the negotiations might 
be carried on. As a result of the 
conversations between these three 
statesmen it became known that 
Jaspar and Adachi had decided to 
ask the French and Italians. to 
join in a new offer meeting 75 per 
cent of Snowden’s demands, ac- 
cording to his own calculations. 

Conditional 
The Latin delegations are re- 
ported to have agreed to submit 
such an offer, but only on, condl- 
tion that the conference shall be 
adjourned, if Snowden rejects it. 

The prospects of an offer of 
even 75 per cent being accepted by 
the British do not appear bright. 
rejecting yesterday's offer 
Snowden teft himself no way to 
climb down immediately. He asked 
for 100 per cent of the increase 
he has been insisting on since he 
first put forward the British 
claims, refused to discuss less. 

Practically the entire result of 
three weeks of negotiations was 
summed up in the offer rejected by 
Snowden yesterday. In turning it 
down, Snowden declared that, un- 
der its terms, Great Britain would 
receive annually in unconditional 
ahnuities only $14,292,000, where- 
as, if the Spa percentages bad been

Many of the dele- 
gates cannot forget that Snowden 
has reiterated consistently that 
Great Britain must receive every 
penny which it would have received, 
if the committee of experts at 
Paris had applied the Spa percent- 
ages in drafting the Young plan. 

Neither side to the controversy 
wants to accept responsibility for 
rupture of the conference, but one 
or the other will have to move, for 
adjournment cannot much longer 
be postponed. 

When he first called on Snow- 
den yesterday, Adachi told the Brit- 
ish Chancellor that the concrete of- 
fer he had just rejected would be 
all he would get for the present, 
and that, if he did not make some 
move toward a compromise, ad- 
journment of the parley would be 
the best that could be hoped for.

It is time for St. Louis to wake up. The street 
ear fare here is steadily rising. The city. has no 
control over the valuation of the property or the 
street car fare. Both are fixed by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission, Meanwhile, the owners 
of the property are moving heaven and earth to get 
a franchise extension so they can sell the securities 
of the property to the public and get out. They 
first tried to get what they called a service-at-cost 
franchise at the City Hall. Failing in that, they 
next tried to get through the Legislature a perpetual 


again, they are now trying to get through the city 
what they call a contract ordinance, just another 
name for a perpetual grant. This battle will open 
before the Board of Aldermen next month, Mr. 
Newman and his associates have captured the Mayor 
and his Rapid Transit Commission. At a time 
when the city should be planning for rapid transit, 
as every other big American city is doing, the Miller 
administration and its commission thinks only of 
the grant that the exploiters of the street car system 
want. The people are out of it. 

To oppose the schemes of these men is, of course, 
to be charged with some sort of socialism. Yet the 
story published in yesterday's Post-Dispatch showed 
that there is no such intimation there, even among 
the biggest business men of the community. The 
usual charge made against municipal ownership of a 
public utility, that it would fall into:the hands of 
the politicians, has not been borne out in Detroit. 
Their municipal railways are ably and efficiently 
managed. The property is paying for itself. It has 
never required a cent of public taxes. Together 
with the Chicago street railways, it is paying the 
highest wages to operatives paid in the United 
States. No one would think of reverting to the 
prior situation. The issue is settled. All the pre- 
posterous claims of what such a property needs to 
finance itself have been exploded in Detroit. The 
pirates who formerly sailed those waters have taken 
what they could get and stood to sea. They were 
found out. 

Wake up, St. Louis! For 30 years the franchise 
melodrama has been running here. It has been 
characterized by bribe-giving and bribe-taking, by 
burglary, safe-blowing, flight, and all the thrilling 
episodes of a ten-twenty-thirty-cent show. How long 
are the people of St. Louis going to stand for it? 
How long until a Pingree or a Couzens steps into 
the City Hall to do here what those men did for 
Detroit? - How long until St. Louis, following the 
example of Detroit, refuses any more franchises and 
thus recaptures control of valuations and fares? How 
long until the city issues permits and retains control 
over the utilities instead of granting vested rights 
and losing control to the State?

TROUBLE AT THE WAILING WALL. 

The present disturbances in Palestine, which so 
far have cost 140 lives, including those of 12 Ameri- 
can students, began in the controversy over the Wail- 
ing Wall. This venerable length of masonry, the 
last fragment of King Solomon's temple, is the most 
sacred spot of the Jewish religion. It is on ground 
owned by Moslems, hard by a mosque, and clashes 
over its use have been frequent: but the rivalries 
of race and religion have not previously burst forth 
Into such riots as at present. 

The trouble goes back further than the Wailing 
Wall controversy, however. The Arabs from the 
beginning opposed the British mandate, granted in 
1920, which had as one objective the establishment 
of a Jewish national home in the Holy “Land, where 
the persecuted might find refuge and the ancient 
Hebrew culture enjoy a renaissance. The Moslems 
outnumber the Jews more than seven to one, but 
Great Britain pledged protection to the rights of all 
religions, The Jewish population has more than 
doubled since the war, and great progress has been 
made in agriculture, education and industry, con- 
trasting with the lethargy under the nomadic Arabs. 
“Fair play to the Arabs and development of Zion- 
ist aspirations” is the alm of the British mandate. 
The British have not seen fit or been able to prevent 
a long series of clashes, however, in which the Arabs 
in a majority of cases have been the aggressors. The

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THE CONSPIRACY ACT. 
It was not a grateful task to seem to be on the side 
of the men who milked the Jack Daniel distillery in 
St. Louis. Nevertheless, the Post-Dispatch did pro- 
test that to prosecute them under the conspiracy act 
and remove them from the vicinage of the crime con- 
stituted outlawry in excess of the crime itself. 
We have waited a long time for ‘some far-seeing 
person on the other side to agree with us that this 
was so, and we are pleased to discover that agree- 
ment in an entirely unexpected quarter. Mrs. Mabel 
Willebrandt, who was for eight years Assistant At- 
torney-General in charge of prohibition enforcement, 
says in the story of her regime that she, too, dis- 
agrees with the application of the conspiracy act to 
such cases. So to apply it, she says, is to distort that 
statute, which is exactly the poiné we made when 
we risked seemingly to sympathize with the Jack 
Daniel gang. The conspiracy act was never in- 
tended for such cases. It was designed as a defense 
against treason and sedition. That is, against crimes 
which did not actually have to be committed for the 
conspirators to be guilty and in which each was the 
agent of all.

United States attorneys, when given evidence 
of huge sales or manufacture of liquor on a com- 
mercial scale, in order to avoid the toothless mis- 
demeanor offenses of the Volstead act, have 
charged the defendants with “conspiracy.” The 
conspiracy statutes have thus been distorted. 
They never were intended for so widespread use. 
Federal Judges, including the Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court, have condemned such care- 
less resort to conspiracy indictments in liquor 
cases. The man who transports a truck load of 
liquor should be charged with transporting ‘The 
man who sells large quantities of whisky should 
be charged with sale; and he who manufactures 
gin should meet that charge before the bar of 
justice.. That is the forthright way to go about 
law enforcement. That is what the Jones amend- 
ment is enabling prosecutors and Judges to do, 


Quite so. As a matter of fact, reading Mrs. Wille- 
brandt’s story has heartened us greatly. As she her- 
self has delighted to be sustained by the United 
States Supreme Court, we are pleased to be sustained 
b-* so able a tribune on the side of prohibition.

The world, which has a certain homely 
wisdom under its motley, shows no sign 
of being made uneasy by this low mental 
visibility of the military gents. It admires 
them without thought of their I. Q.’s, just 
as it admires movie stars, bootleggers and 
Presidents. It hears them respectfully, be- 
spangles them with medals, and heaves no 
dead cats. So far as the records reveal no 
army officer has been lynched in America 
since the Revolution, and not more than 
two or three hundred enlisted men have 
been hanged. No Lieutenant, so long as he 
is able to engage the floor without holding 
on, is turned away from a dance, and no 
General, however badly he may carry his 
i.quor. ever gets the bum’s rush from 
Kiwanis. 

Of all the arts practiced by man, the art 
of the soldier seems to call for the least in- 
telligence and to develop the least profes- 
sional competency. Every battle recorded 
in history appears as a series of almost in- 
credible blunders and imbecilities—always, 
at least, on one side, and usually on both. 
One marvels, reading the chronicles, that 
any major engagement was ever won. Even 
the greatest Generals—for example, Bona- 
parte—walk idiotically into paipable traps, 
and waste thousands of lives getting them- 
selves out. The lesser fry proc hero- 
ieally from disaster to disaster, as Burnside 
did during the Civil War and Joffre during 
the World War. The sinipiest problem of 
their ancient and elementa! business flab- 
bergasts them. They seem to be congenit- 
ally incapable of reasoning clearly, even 
when all the facts are before them. And 
at the enterprise of unearthing those facts 
they show only the gross and pathetic in- 
eptitude cf a second-rate lawyer or a third- 
rate pedagogue. 

Whenever, at the practice of their art in 
the field, they confront a problem of any 
complexity, they have to get help from 
civilians, i. e., from the men not paralyzed by 
training in their professional numekutllery. 
It was so, as everyone knows, in the World 
War: the great captaing on the two sides 
lay locked in a bioody and horrible em- 
brace until engineers, chemists and press 
agents came te their rescue, and pried them 
loose, All the while, behind the tines, they 
were laboriously drilling their recruits in 
the archaic marchings and counter-march- 
ings of the Old Dessaver!

They have there- 
fore, declared that it is holy Mos- 
lem ground from which the Jews 
must be barred. 

This claim was not taken seri- 
|ously, but when the Arabs pro- 
itested against the erection of the 
screen and the Jews declined to 
remove it, the Arabs are reported 
to have bribed policemen to take 


it away by force while the Jews 
were worshipping. | 
The Jews, who attached little 


importance to the screen, were in- 
censed at this invasion of their 
devotions. They held a demonstra- 
tion of protest at the Wailing Wall. 
How the Rioting Started. 

A fortnight ago the British of- 
ficials permitted the Arabs to hold 
a protest meeting on the ground 
that the Jews had been allowed 
to hold such a meeting. 

At the blind end of the Wailing 
Wall is a property purchased by 


Arabs, who recently installed a 
gate opening into the Wailing 
Place. Through this gate fanati- | 


cal Arabs came pouring at the end 
of their protest meeting, driving 
away the Jews and seizing and 
burning the books of the law. 

Since then, rioting has been con- 
tinuous in Jerusalem.
